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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding rejection of claims 8, 15, and 26, 
U.S. 6304345 to Patton et al does disclose determining optimum location for the human visible information since the information is 
placed in a specific area such as non-pictorial area (column 5, lines 61-63; column 9, lines 21-24). Non-pictorial area is determined 
based on analyzing the whole image so that the information is placed as shown in Figure 1 in the upper corner area of the whole image. 
Thus this positioning of the information can be considered the optimum area for placing the information. Patton et al also discloses that 
the information is indistinguishable (column 4, lines 50-54) which implies that it is not obtrusive and further Patton et al also teaches that 
the information can be readable by human (column 9, lines 23-25). Thus Patton et al does teach the limitations of an unobtrusive human 
visible information placed in an optimum location. Thus the combination of U.S. Patent No. 5530759 to Braudaway et al and U.S. Patent 
No. 6304345 to Patton et al teaches all limitations of claims 8, 15, and 26 .
